The whites, wisely disgusted by 
such brutal folly, express their difference of opi- 
nion by arguing upon them ‘from the mouth of 
the musket, and the blacks acknowledge these 
appeals to their understanding by spearing the 
whites at all convenient Opportunities; the con- 
troversy will not terminate, until ene-coleur has 
extinguished the other. The blacks have great 
muscular strength, and are what you and I 
should imagine be the most deformed 
and ugly of the human species; they go 
in herds, but from all that can be collected, 
they have no Chiefs, nor any idea of a 
form of government ; young ones have been taken 
and brought up in families, but they have inva- 
riably returned to the woods. What we heard 
in England concerning the reformation of con- 
victs in this colony was—fudge. They ate as 
profligate and idle as the thieves and vagabonds 
of the United Kingdom. All that 1 can observe 
or learn upon the subject amounts to this:—the 
temptation to crane is lessened by the compara- 
tive absence of want; its commission is rendered 
more difficult by local regulations; the punish- 
ments are more dreadfully severe, and more 
certainly inflicted; and hence, as 1 concéive, it 
is that robberies and such offences are less fre- 
quent than in England. To those who will not 
be at the pains of selecting their associations, 
the population is a drawback upon the abun- 
dance of this beautiful climate; to those who 
will, a settlement here is easy. It is a country 
in which farmers and men of handicraft trades 
must succeed, and in which it is impossible for 
any honest man to starve who is willing and able 
to work.’’

Batt appears to be a 
young man, and promises to be very useful at no 
distant day; unless he should follow the bad ex- 
ample of some others, who, having their heads 
turned by a morsel of unlooked for praise, have 
fancied themeelves capable of what nature never 
designed them for. His Belmeour deserves praise; 
but, with his present acquiremeats, should he 
venture on a greater part, I am willing to wa- 
ger his week's salary that he would spoil it. 

In conformity to stage rules, the star of the 
evening was the heroine of ihe piece. Accord- 
ing to the opinions of some who sat near me, 
the part was performed with great effect; and I 
did not venture to dispute the point. Mrs. Woop 
did her best in the frantic Alicia; and, bating 
some extravagance of grief, the part was well 
sustained. The deserted mistress of Hastings 
should shed few tears but those of rage and re- 
venge. Generally speaking the tragedy was 
well acted. ; 

The Beehive is a liyely, bustling farce, and 
was well perforthed by all engaged in it. 

During the two last acts of the tragedy, the 
audience were exceedingly annoyed by certain 
persons in the lobby, or rather in the bar-room. 
As I could not enjoy the entertainment, I pro- 
ceeded to the spot; and was surprised to find 
that the noise came from two Thespians, uproar- 
jous from joy at & sudden rencontre after long 
separation. ‘* How d’ye do,’’ and ‘* where 
have ye been,’’ are interesting questions on 
such an occasion, but, in public places, they 
should not be bellowed out with the voice of a 
stentor; nor accompanied by peals of horse- 
laughter that might be heard half a mile. Such 

unmannerly conduct, by players in a theatre, is 
particularly indecent; and all persons thus an- 
noying the audience—whether players or spec- 
tators, drunk or sober—should be thrust out by 
the police officers. It is due to the manager to 
say that such things are of exceedingly rare oc- 
currence in his theatre; and his own character 
and style of management ere sufficient guaran- 
tees against their recurrence.

Dereat or Gen. St. Crain 1m 1791.—The 
Journal of Commerce, some time ago, related 
an anecdote intended to illustrate some of the 
superstitious opinions and customs of the Indians, 
and to account for the extraordinary influence 
which the celebrated chief Teeumseh, or, as 
written by Cooper, Tecumthe, acquired over his 
red brothers of the western wilds. It stated that 
the Indians formerly regarded an eclipse -of the 
sun Or moon as a portentous omen of the wrath 
of the Great Spwit, and thet a council was 
usually held on such occasions to ascertain the 
cause of his anger, and to devise measures .of 
propitiation. To anevent of this kind it was 
attributed that General St. Clair, in the disas- 
trous retreat of the fourth of November, 1791, 
was notentirely cut-off, and all his force de- 
stroyed. While in full chase of the fugitives, it 
was said in the Journal of Commerce, that the 
Indians were induced suddenly to pause by an 
eclipse of the moon, and entering into a consul- 
tation, that they were detained so long as to al- 
low an opportunity of escape to the remainder 
of the routed whites. It was by taking advan- 
tage of some casual information in relation toa 
coming eclipse of the sun, which he derived from 
a company of traders, that ‘Tecumthe acquired 
his great reputation for prescience among his 
brethren. Relying on the information, he ven- 
tured to threaten his tribe with the anger of the 
Great Spirit by a certain day, unless his counsel 
should be followed. It was pot; and the eclipse 
taking place at the predicted time, he acquired 
a character for foreknowledge to which he was 
essentially indebted for his influence and success 
during the rest of his life. 

In relation, however, to the escepe of Ge- 
neral St. Clair’s followers, in consequence of an 
eclipse of the moon, the anecdote appears not 
to have foundation in truth. The number of the 
Washington (Mississippi) Statesman and Ga- 
zette before us contains an animated accouni of 
that memorable retreat, in which the editor 
‘bore @ part as an ensign in Colonel Gibson's 
regiment. A part of this account we subjoin, 
having taken the liberty, however, of some- 
what abridging its details. 

A serenely bright Sun, and an unobscured 
Moon, wiinessed the appalling disasters of the 
dreadful fourth of November. However super- 
stitious the savages might have been in times 
long gone by, of the vengeance of the ** Great 
Spirit,’’ as indicated by eclipses, they pessess- 
ed, at the period alluded to, an effectual anti- 
dote to all their former bug-bears in the co- 
operation of numerous white savages, from 
their neighboring Canadian borders, who, bet- 
(er informed in the theory of eclipses, would 
have laughed to scorn the victorious Indian 
Chief, restraining his warriors from the pursuit 
and destruction of a conquered foe, by any ap- 
pearance the Sun or Moon miglit assume. Be- 
sides, inost of the fugitives bad actually arrived at 
a place of safety (Fort Jeflerson, 29 miles from 
the battle ground) about Sun-set. 

‘The action commenced by a simultaneous et- 
tack from the enemy, at day break, and cantinu- 
ed, without intermission, about two hours, at- 
tended with dreadful destruction in the ranks of 
our army. Many even fell by the hand of un- 
seen focs, particularly the o‘ficers, who were 
easily distinguished by the savages and selected 
by their best markemen. Those of the Artille- 
ty were all killed, except Captain Ford, and he 
very badly wounded. A few minutes previous 
to the commencement of the retreat, the sava- 
ges made a most powerful rush wpon the freut 
line of our army, got possession of the Artitlery, 
and drove our men from their lines to the centre 
of the camp, where confusion and panic com- 
menced, and the rifle and tomahawk were busi- 
ly at work. Officers and men were falling in
